Undoubtedly the situation has alter¬ 
ed since 1931, but to what degree is 
unknown. An indication might be 
found in comparing the percentage of 
aliens in 1921 and 1931, which would 
show a general trend toward naturali¬ 
zation. 

German-born who still were aliens 
in 1921 were 347* and ip 1931 the Ger 
man born who were aliens were 52',’* 
of the total. Italians made a better 
showing. In 1921, 697* were still alien, 
in 1931 only 37%. In 1921 alien Hun¬ 
garians were 279r of the total. In 1931 
there were 77',* Hungarians still alien. 
Austria, Russia, Rumania did not 
change greatly. 

The result of such a comparison It, 
undoubtedly indecisive. But the trend? 
for Germany, Hungary, Jugoslavia 
during that ten-year period were def¬ 
initely worse. Immigration account- 
for them. Russia.and Rumania are both 
up only slightly, though the actual 
numbers of alien persons show greal 
increases. All the other percentage- 
have dropped. What the last ten yea” 
have done to these figures is specula 
tive.

Bruce Hutchison, well known Cana¬ 
dian broadcaster gave a talk recently 
over CBC which has roused interest. 
His subject was “Washington asi view¬ 
ed by a Canadian,’’ and his forecast or 
coming events impl'es much closer re¬ 
lationship in the Americas. He says: 

“IVj termfe of economics, of trade and 
business, the United States today is 
trying to erect a new system. It is 
nothing less than that and we had bet¬ 
ter understand it in Canada for, eco¬ 
nomically, we are part of it whether 
we like that or not. 

“In the -first place, the government 
of the United States.proposes to cre¬ 
ate a watertight economic and trading 
area embracing all North and all- 
South America. This it has to do for 
its own protection, for the obvious 
reason that if the South American 
countries continue their present large 
trade with Germany and Italy, they 
will invitably fall under German and 
Italian economic domination, then un¬ 
der political domination and finally un¬ 
der military domination, a pistol point¬ 
ed at the heart of the United States. 

“But if the South American coun¬ 
tries are to be prevented from ship¬ 
ping goods to our enemies they will 
collapse unless another market can be 
found for them. So the United States 
proposes to set up a' central trading 
corporation and to take over the sur¬ 
plus exports of South America, worth 
about a billion dollars a year. What 
the United States will do with these 
goods is not clear yet. It will use what 
it can and ship the test, perhaps by 
barter, to neutral countries that want 
them. In any case, all trade with 
South America will have to go througli 
the American clearing house and thiis, 
whatever happens, Germany and Itftly 
will be prevented from penetrating

fJHlE gradual disappearace of the small quarter sec¬ 
tion farm is one of the melancholy predictions of 
this period of increased mechanization and low prices of 
farm products. This is another consequence of the dis¬ 
parity which prevails between that which the farmer 
sells, and that which he buys. It is a trend which may 
result in depopulation of wheat growing areas, and a 
loss of productive population. The people unable to 
piake a fair liveliehood on a quarter or half section, will 
abandon their farms. And where will-they go? Town 
labor is overcrowded in normal times, and any drift to 
the city usually results in additional relief recipients. 

Added to this is destruction of the fabr.c of rural life. 
A thriving community is one of many homes, ‘a good 
school, neighborly social life and settlement. There is 
no life nor real prosperity in any area where homes are 
empty and forsaken, and one outfit farms three or four 
sections. The probability is that the big farmer lives 
elsewhere, contributing nothing in the way of personal 
interest to the community. 

Continuing neglect to assure the farmer fair prices 
for what he produces, is likely to result in the loss of 
farm population. This is particularly true of wheat ar¬ 
eas, where the whole concentration must be on cheap 
production. It is recognized that the strength of Can¬ 
ada lies in its rural population, but relatively little is 
done to maintain that strength. 

Yet, in spite of this gloomy picture, there is proof in 
this district that a good farmer can make a living from 
a quarter section.

„ AT the convention of Alberta Municipalities whicn 

•**was held recently, a strong case was presented for 
a readjustment of relations between province and muni¬ 
cipalities in respect to debt and responsibilities. D. M 
Duggan based an address on this subject on the increas¬ 
ing revenue of the government, as contrasted with a de¬ 
crease generally in municipal revenue. The general 
revenue of the province has grown from 12'i million in 
1930 to more than 17 million in 1938. A heavier demand 
has been placed upon municipal districts. ^ et municipal 
councillors have succeeded in decreasing debt, at a per¬ 
iod when senior taxing bodies increase debt. This low¬ 
liest taxing body is the one which is most closely in 
.touch with the individual taxpayer and most aware of 
his financial condition. It has proved itself the most 
able and conscientious in keeping expenditures within 
reasonable limit.

ada in respect to Britain and United 
States. He says it is too bountiful a 
land to be overlooked an any scheme 
of world dominance. 

France’s surrender to the Germans 
brings Europe’s war much closer to 
Canada, Uncle Sam’s giant neighbour. 

Any threat to this British dominion 
is indirectly a threat to its neighbor, 
but this one is more than that because 
it is a threat to the St. Lawrence ttiv- 
“er, gateway to the industrial hearts 
as well as. the breadbaskets of both 
Canada and the United States. 

The tiny islands of St. Pierre et 
Miquelon—all that are left of the 
once great French colonial empire in' 
North America — have been pointed 
out in the House of Commons by 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King as a 
new vital zone in Canadian defense 
now that France has capitulated. The 
British Empire dare not permit them 
to fall under unfriendly government, 
whether German or German-domin¬ 
ated French, lest they endanger New¬ 
foundland athwart the mouth of the 
St. Lawrence, entrance to the rich 
Great Lakesf. 

If enemy ships or submarines could 
be. based on those islands they would 
be in an ideal spot to disrupt Canada's 
economy (both farm and industry re¬ 
ly on the lakes and the river for a road 
to jparket) and cripple the sea-going 
freight • trains which leave Halifax 
harbor twice a week with men and 
munitions and supplies for warring 
England. 

Canadian officials expect that one of 
Hitler’s next moves, in his effort to 
drive Britain to her knees, will De to 
send ships and submarines into this 
side of the Atlantic to cut off the con¬ 
voys and blockade the British Isles. 

Every precaution has been taken 
against this possibility. Newfoundland 
and Iceland, strategic points on trans- 
Atlantic routes, have been occupied 
by Canadian soldiers. Canadian ships 
patrol the waters in this neighborhood. ■ 
Canadian guns guard every square 
.nch of water for miles around Halifax 
narbor. And battleships of the British 
Navy are constantly snooping around. 

From the Empire standpoint, no 
protection can be too great for Canada 
oecause Canada is a tremendous sup¬ 
ply house for an England which badly 
needs supplies. 

As a granary, Canada makes Eur¬ 
ope’s Ukraine—which Hitler considers 
a treasure house—look like a ope- 
horse farm. In 1928-39, the Dominion 


/and are very scrupulous in’ returning 
these fish to the water, but unless this 
is done in a special way, the fish may 
not survive, to grow into big fellows. 
'An old fisherman gives this advice; 

~ “1 believe it would be of benefit if 
the amateur angler were instructed in 
the handling-of undersized fish during 
the course of their pilgrimages along 
the streams. The amateur is equally 
anxious as the old disciple of Issac 
Walton in the saving of small, under¬ 
sized fish, which will persist in becom¬ 
ing hooked. 


The Peace River region of Northern 
'Alberta and Northern British Colum¬ 
bia is subject to lengthy periods of dry 
weather, yet the Dominion Sub-sta¬ 
tion at Beaverlodge, Alberta, has nev¬ 
er had a complete failure'of its vege¬ 
table garden and- usualy has a flour¬ 
ishing one, though no vegetable crop 
except celery is ever watered after the 
transplanting stage. Transplants arc 
occasionally watered when being set 
out—not afterwards. It is strictly 
against the rule insisted upon Dy the 
Superintendent, W. D. Albright, who 
wishes to see what can be grown by 
the means within anyone’s reach. In¬ 
cidentally, clean cultivation conserves 
all the plant food, as well as the mois¬ 
ture, for 'the crop. 

The hoe and the seuffler are still in¬ 
direct means of watering the garden, 
because for one thing they kill the 
moisture-pumping weeds. Even during 
a prolonged dry spell a hill of corn 
may continue to thrive if assured a'lj 
the'moisture in a square yard of 
ground. If obliged to compete with a 
mfft of weeds, the corn is stunted. 

The average gardener’s blind faith 
in the sprinkling can js pathetic, be¬ 
yond a little momentary refreshment 
of *the leaves, the sprinkled contribu¬ 
tion is wasted or worse. The moisture 
that helps a crop materially is the
